One of the bitterest fights of the 
session occurred in the house today 
over the adoption of the senate res­ 
olution on instructing the attorney 
general to institute suit to wrest land 
in southwest Oregon from the H ar­ 
riman 
interests 
on 
the 
alleged 
ground that they have violated the 
restrictions under which they 
re­ 
ceived three million acres. 
The land lies along the 
Oregon- 
California railroad and was granted 
to the company in 1866. 
Before it 
was patented the government amend­ 
ed the grant so it could be sold in 
batches of ten acres at $2.50 
per 
acre to actual settlers. 
Since 1893 
the Harriman management is alleged 
to 
have 
sold a million acres 
for 
as 
much 
as $10 
per 
acre, 
and 
is 
still 
holding a tract of over two 
millions as an investment. Claiming 
that this disregard of the law led to 
devastation of the country and de­ 
feated the object of settlement for 
which the grant was made, the de­ 
partment of justice seeks to take the 
matter into the courts, but it is nec­ 
essary to have congress authorize the 
suits.

It was ordered 
discontinued this morning. 
No statement of the cause for Its discontinuance was 
made, and none was asked, but coming as it does on the 
day following the publication in The Tribune of the facts 
relating to the hearing of the'corapany’s case by the state 
railway commission, we have a right to conclude that the 
lighting 
company 
presumed that through advertising it 
could purchase immunity from publication of the news. 
That being the case, the withdrawal of the advertisement 
was justified, because it is not within the power of any 
person or instltuton to buy the suppression or coloraton 
of news in The Tribune. 
The cancellation of this advertising will not change the 
attitude of The Tribune toward the lighting company. 
It 
has aimed to treat that utility fairly, and that will be its 
purpose in the f u t u r e . 
The recent case was in point ta 
illustrate our position. 
The commission found the meters of the company incor­ 
rect, but slow’ on the average. 
That was favorable, and 
the organ of the lighting companies published th a t
